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The Association has received a directive 
from the tax department regarding the 
Association’s eligibility for an exemption 
from having to pay tax on monies received.

The com- 
mittee has made this amendment without 
putting it to a vote of the members because 
the tax department has told us that the 
clause as worded by them must appear in 
our constitution and therefore there is no 
alternative but to include it exactly as 
supplied. We have notified the tax depart- 
ment of our compliance with this directive 
and have now been granted with an exemp- 
tion from income tax under sub-paragraph 
(8) (iii) of the Income Tax Assessment

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A Choice of Prototypes 


Many modellers begin their interest in 
model railways without having a specific 
interest in any one particular railway line 
or company. The trains that they start out 
running have either been given to them as 
a gift or chosen because they look nice or 
are priced within the budget. 

Once a modeller gets seriously involved 
in model railways it soon becomes apparent 
that running just anything on a model 
railway with scenery that was just thrown 
together because it looked nice does not 
come close to duplicating the real thing. 
Those trains just didn’t run together in real 
life. You’d never find scenery like that 
anywhere. 

So what can the modeller do? He can 
choose a prototype. Choosing a prototype 
does not necessarily mean that the mod- 
eller has to model a railway line that 
actually exists or existed and only run the 
trains that actually ran on the line to the 
precise timetable that was run on the 
selected day. Modellers can do this if they 
wish and if this is what they want to do then 
good luck to them. 

For most modellers choosing a proto- 
type does not stop them from modelling an 
imaginary railway line and running what- 
ever trains that they want to. It simply 
means that more thought has been put into 
making the whole layout match more closely 
with the prototype chosen. 

The first thing that you need to do in 
choosing a prototype is to choose the 
location. First choose the state, country, or 
continent. Will your model railway be 
based on an Australian or overseas rail- 
way? If Australian then decide upon the 
state in which the model location suppos- 
edly exists. If overseas then will it be North 
America, England, Europe, or some other 
country OF your choice. The availability of 
ready to run models and kits for the various 
localities in your chosen scale will probably 
influence your choice. 

The locality can then be further refined 


_as far as is necessary. Most of the localities 


listed so far have (or had) a number of 
different sont § companies operating there. 
The choice of a particular company or 
pear of companies will define the assumed 
ocation of the layout more closely. If you 
are modelling NSW and also want to run 
Victorian rolling stock then you perhaps 
decide that your layout is located some- 
where in the south of the state. Modelling 
English and choosing GWR places your 
location somewhere in the south west of 
England perhaps in Devon. If you are 
modelling North American and choose the 
DRGW then you perhaps decide that the 


layout is based somewhere near Denver.. 


Each of these examples makes a different 


decision as to how precisely that the layout’ 


is being located but each has defined a 
locality io the precision required by the 
layout owner and will result in a far more 


realistic model than could otherwise have 


been produced. 

The next thing to choose about your 
prototype is the time period. This wiil 
already have been decided to some extent 
by your choice of railway company because 


the company only existed between or after, 


a particular date. 


The time period should be further re- 


fined in the particular railway company ran 
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totally different rolling stock or changed 
colour schemes dramatically during its 
existence. This will enable you to produce 
a more consistent appearance. It would be 
inconsistent to run tangarras with NSW 
rolling stock phased out soon after the red 
rattlers first took to the rails or English 
trains in railfreight livery behind steam 
locomotives or green diesels. 

As with the location, the precision with 
which you set your time period can vary 
from a period of many years down to 
choosing to model a specific day. It doesn’t 
matter provided that you choose a time 
period that is reasonably consistent with 
the trains that you intend to run. 

The next thing to decide is how accu- 
rately that you intend to model your chosen 
eeengae Must everything on the layout 

€ an accurate portrayal of the chosen 
location during the chosen time period or 
will you allow foreign visitors? One ex- 
ample of foreign visitors already mentioned 
is the layout supposedly based in the south 
of NSW where Victorian trains are also 
allowed to run. 

If foreign visitors are to be allowed to 
run on the layout then will they be re- 
stricted with regards railway company or 
time period (although to a lesser degree 
than that for the vast majority of the 
model) or can the foreign visitors be any- 
thing and everything? Will the foreign 
visitors be allowed to live on the layout or 
will they be restricted to set operating 
times? 

In some railway locations the prototype 
railway has trains from some other com- 
pany or companies run either regularly or 
occasionally on its lines. If you have chosen 
one of these lines then you can include 
these foreign trains without any inconsis- 
tencies at all. Perhaps foreign visitors will 
be restricted to locomotives and rolling 
stock which actually visited the line during 
a set time period. 

Something worth considering when you 
are deciding on what foreign visitors will be 
allowed to run is train consistency. Even if 
you allow anything and everything to run 
on the layout, it will still improve the 
appearance of the layout if the locomotive 
and rolling stock which makes up a given 
train all match with regards to the location 
and time at which they ran. The train will 
look much more realistic if that particular 
combination of stock actually ran together 
at some time. This particular aspect of 
prototype compatibility can be applied even 
when no other decisions are to be made 
with regards prototype choice. 

Now the fun part begins. Having se- 
lected your railway company, location, and 
time period you go hunting in book stores 
and libraries to find books which deal with 

our chosen prototype. Magazines printed 
in the country chosen will probably have an 
occasional article of interest as well. Read- 
ing about your prototype can almost be- 
come a hobby itself as you strive to learn 
all about: jit. 

The idea is to find out as much as you 
can about the prototype so that you can 
model it more accurately. 

You look for the distinguishing features 


of the railway company. Did they try to 
avoid using facing crossovers. Did they like 
using single slips wherever possible. Were 
their signals upper or lower quadrant and 
what style of post and signal arm did they 
use. Were the platforms normally directly 
Opposite one another or did they like to 
stagger them. What style of station build- 
ings did they use? What colours were 
various parts of railway property painted? 
What construction ceaeastaly were used? 
This information once you find it will 
enable you to construct your model railway 
sO as tO more accurately portray your 
chosen railway company inside of the rail- 
way fence. 

While reading about your chosen proto- 
type you will also find information regard- 
ing train formations. Which locomotives 

ull what trains? That train normally runs 
in a fixed formation with those coaches in 
that order. The first class section is always 
at that end of the train. Those wagons 
never run directly behind the locomotive. 
This information is also useful because it 
will help you to better decide on how you 
will assemble your trains for greater real- 
ism. It may also indicate a shortage of 
particular types of rolling stock which you 
require to complete particular trains. 

Other books worth reading are those 
which deal with the scenic and other as- 
pects of your chosen area. What colour is 
the soil in that area? Soil colours can vary 
from yellow sand through browns and 
blacks. Even bright red soil can be found 
in some areas. Other aspects of the land- 
scape can also help identify the area. Types 
of rock such as granite, flint, and limestone 
all have different colours. 

What are the prevalent building materi- 
als and how are they used in the construc- 
tion of the local buildings? You should of 
course have most buildings on your layout 
"built? from materials which are readily 
available at that locality. 

What are the popular industries in the 
area and what affect do they have on the 
appearance of the area? Port Kembla is 
well known for its steel industry, when 
modelling that area perhaps the steel mill 
can be painted on the backscene and its 
effects on the surrounding landscape 
modelled. Cornwall in England has its tin 
mines and Kent its Oast houses. 

The industries in the area can also help 
you in determining the types of trains 
which are appropriate to run. If you in- 
clude a particular industry on the layout 
then you have a definite reason for running 
the trains required by that industry even 
though there are not many factories of that 
type in that part of the country.’ 

Are there any other distinguishing fea- 
tures of the area? One area may have an 
abundance of barbed wire fencing while in 
another area dry stone walls appear every- 
where. What types of trees and other plants 
are native to the area? 

Following these steps will give you a 
model railway that to some greater or lesser 
degree resembles the real thing, the proto- 
t ° on which you chose to base the model.

The ‘history of your model rail- 
way helps you to determine what 
trains you should be running. It can 
also help to explain away the odd 
item which would be anachronistic 
on the prototype but which you just 
couldn't resist buying. 

Choosing a prototype. whether a 
specific station on a specific day or 
just a general region over a period 
of years, gives you a purpose for 
everything on your mode! railway. 
Everything is there for a logical 
reason. Some things belong specifi- 
cally to your area and era while 
others are included because you like 
them, they run well. and by making 
a minor alteration to the actual 
history of the area they can be easily 
explained 

The investigative work required 
to accurately portray your chosen 
co need not be prohibitive. 

ou can do a small amount of 
investigation and find out enough to 
get a rough copy of the area. You 
can replace structures etc. with more 
accurate versions as more detailed 
information becomes known to you. 
You can stop your investigations at 
any stage. 

Many railway modellers also have 
an interest in the full sized railways 
as well. They have aiready chosen 
the prototype railway that interests 
them the most. They enjoy investi- 
gating the various eee of their 
chosen prototype and finding ways 
to convert what they find out into 
model form. Are you one of them?

There are a few of note here 
Commonwealth Engineering supplied 
a bogie diesel to Cattle Creek in 
1977: an attempt to compete agaist 
EM Baldwin in the same market 
However it was not a great success 
and no more were built. Walkers 
Limited built an 0-6-O0DH in 1956 for 
Mourilyan Bulk Sugar Terminal It 
was based on a Baguley design and 
could have been a contender (against 
Clyde and Com-Eng). but was not 
repeated Bundaberg Foundry built 
3 diese] mechanicals under licence 
from Jenbach in 1953. but these were 
not as useful as the rod coupled 0-6- 
Qs. Bundaberg Foundry is now build- 
ing diesels under licence to Hunslet 
(UK), but as these are encountering 
problems in service, they might be- 
come the latest orphans of the cane- 
fields. 
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This article focuses on canefield loco- 
motives; in particular the more unusual and 
rare types. In any prototype, such ’or- 

hans’ occur commonly. Reasons include 
ack of suitability to the task, high mainte- 
nance costs, poor manufacturer’s support, 
etc often resulting in no further of that type 
being purchased. Queensland cane tram- 
ways have had a fair share of these. The 
purpose of this article is to outline some of 
these, with the assistance of photographs 
and plans. 


Steam Locomotives: 

1. Maker - Borsi 
one was 79 agg to Gucensinad (6345 of 
1907) a 2, to the Stannary Hills tin 
mining tramway at Irvinebank. It has been 
Suggested it was originally destined for a 
European tramway and was offered at a 
discount price when this deal fell through. 
It eventually found its way to the Cattle 
Creek Mill at Finch Hatton, who converted 
it to a tank locomotive. Once replaced by 
diesels, it was purchased by ANGRMS, 
who currently have it at their Woodford 
site awaiting restoration. The plan below 
shows it in its current form. 
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2. Maker - Porter (USA). Two identi- 
cal engines (5812 & 5813 of 1916) were 
supplied to the then State Government- 
owned South Johnstone Mill, on its con- 
struction, Both were 0-4-2Ts, the mill 
subsequently purchasing John Fowler’s. 
Both were quite large and American in 
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appearance (as shown in the photo on the 
cover) but, unfortunately, they were both 
scrapped in the early 60s. 

3. Maker - Sharp Stewart (UK). Also 
two identical engines - this type was only 
used at the Isis Central Mill and then only 
by chance. They were built for the Tas- 
manian Government Railways North East 
Dundas Tramway and came to Queensland 
once that line closed in 1932. The plan 
below shows the condition that they were 
sold in. They were later reboilered and 
converted into tender locos with 30 years 
use before retirement. Parts of one are 
preserved in Sydney. See plan at left. 

4. Maker - Maffei (Germany). Only 
Plane Creek Mill at Sarina had any of 
these, an 0-6-0 well tank (3677 of 1910) and 
a side tank version (3777 of 1922). A 
photo of the former is shown above. Both 
were fitted with supplementary tenders to 
increase their range. Parts of one are pre- 
served in Sydney. 

5. Maker - Thomas Green (UK). A 
small 0-4-2T was supplied to Proserpine 
Mill in 1895 (b/n 595) being the only 
representative of this builder in Queens- 
land. It ran to 1961, when it was placed 
into storage by the mill. However, they 
lost interest in 1975 and sold it (along with 
a Perry) to a Melbourne enthusiast. 

6. Maker - Andrew Barclay (UK). 3 
unrelated locomotives were eer lied - a 
3°6” gauge 0-4-0ST to Pioneer Mill (1893), 
an 0-4-2T to Isis (1900) and an 0-4-0T to 
Qunaba (1915). Of these, only the latter 
exists, preserved in Victoria.

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An oe of Narrow Gauge Model- 
ling in O16.5 is the endless 
variety of prototypes and suitable mecha- 
nism parts to power these models.

ears ago in my early days of Railway 

odelling my 00 scale British layout ac- 
quired a 009 narrow gauge network. My 
rollingstock included the Egger-Bann HOe 

cauville steam locomotive. This 

Narrow Gauge system did not last too long, 
the lack of detail and the poor runnin 
qualities left a bit to be desired as far as 
was concerned. 

Over the years, modelling Narrow Gauge 
in a larger scale was considered from time 
to time and almost 10 years ago, my 
brother and I did some investigation into 
Narrow arg Modelling and found that 
the 7mm/ 1/4 0 scale on HO/OO 16.5mm 
track was the most feasible Narrow Gauge 
modelling proposition for our requirements. 
Hence this started our enjoyable venture 
into O scale Narrow Gauge Modelling.

It did not-get used, 
and after many years awaiting a buyer, was 
used as landfill at the Millaquin Sugar Mill, 
Bundaberg, Queensland, around 1937. This 
loco was Decauville No.399 of 1904. 

I thought it would be fun to build an 0- 
16.5 version of the HOe model and went 
forth to gather information for the model 
making thereof. It was a process which 
clearly proved to be most interesting in- 
deed. The more questions I asked, the 
more information | poe simply con- 
fused the issues and created further ques- 
tions. 

Early in the research, a 00-9 modeller 
friend ca A the recently re-released 
Egger-Bann Decauville loco for his Narrow 
Gauge Layout. I measured up his model, 
hoping simply to multiply everything by 
two or thereabouts. Further information 


from local Narrow Gauge historians, sug- 
gested these locos came in two sizes, a 3.5 
ton and a 5 ton. The Egger-Bann model 
may be based on a 3.5 ton loco No. 412 
"Steatite” and No 399 was a 5 ton loco. 

Following the Egger-Bann example, I 
chose ,to go simple and use a Hornby 
"Desmand/Smokey Joe’ type 0-4-0 mecha-- 
nism to reduce costs and as an exercise to 
see what one can do with these Hornby 
mechanisms. I have two more of these 
mechs earmarked for modification, one as 
per the usual saddle tank conversion and 
the other for a possible mech for a 7mm 04- 
2T ”Tom Rolt” locomotive. 

Some "known” measurements of 399 
came to hand, these were: length- 3500mm, 
height- 2550mm, width-7750mm and 
wheelbase1000mm. Using the photo of 399 
as a guide, a drawing was drawn up to suit 
the Hornby mechanism. See Drawing 1. 

The Hornby mechanism was dismantled, 
removing all the top bits and shaving off the 
cylinders. The frame was modified and 
extended to the rear as required. A new 
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.U4U" brass Duifer beam was screwed on in front with a 
countersunk 8BA screw. A boiler and smokebox was turned 
up from brass tube and a firebox fashioned from .012” brass 
sheet was soldered on. A cab floor and rear buffer beam made 
from .040” brass sheet was soldered onto the base of the 
firebox. Two slots in the cab floor just behind the firebox 
receive the vertical Hornby clips, previously used to locate the 
old Hornby top. A smokebox saddle was fashioned from 10mm 
thick material and a 8BA screw passes up through the frame, 
saddle and threaded into the base of the smokebox, thus 
holding the lot together. 

it was at this stage I became more interested in the 
og and work stopped as more details came to hand. 

ater on, while waiting for more information to accumulate, 
I decided to finish off the model anyway despite its inaccura- 
cies and to use it as a practice run for a more correct detailed 
model in the future. 

The boiler fittings, smoke stack were turned up and fitted, 
while the platework proved to be an interesting sheetmetal 
work and soldering exercise using .012” brass sheet. The rivets 
around the smokebox door are small brass pins which were 
glued into O.8mm holes. While the rivets on the tanks, etc, 
are .002” brass shim, annealed, cut and impressed with a 
pointed tool, then glued on with super glue. 

The Hornby driving wheels had their counterweights en- 
larged by filling in between the spokes with body filler. The 
mechanism was fitted with a new cylinder block fabricated 
from brass and perspex. The Hornby connecting rod was 
straightened and reused, this was coupled to a new crosshead 
and slide bar arrangement. The motion bracket was an 
interesting brass sheet folding exercise, the bracket glued to 
the motor cradle. The old crankpins were reused, the eccentric 
crank soldered on top of the head of the main crank pin. All 
other rods were made from .020” Nickel Silver sheet and are 
pinned together with ordinary pins. The back rod of the 
connection is soldered to the shaft of the pin, a piece of paper 
in between the moving rods prevents the whole lot soldering 
together, hopefully! The excess pin can be trimmed off, the 

aper withdrawn and we should have a neat rod joint that will 
ast a very long time. 

The model was painted with Floquil Railroad colours, 
Engine Black on the boiler and underframe, Green on the 
platework and Red on the Buffer Beams and rods. A semi 

loss black was used on the smokebox and stack. A polished 

tass Decauville style builders plate was affixed to the cab 
sides. An interesting turning and soldering exercise was the 
headlamp, which can be hung on either end of the loco, 
depending on the direction of travel and the time of day. 

The model runs well considering the price, the performance 
is smooth and quiet, however the top speed a little fast. As 
most of our Exhibition layouts in these parts are continuous 
runs, this type of loco using inexpensive mechanisms is ideal 
for the bulk of Exhibition duties, allowing the more treasured 
and expensive models be saved for the keenest viewers. 

On completing the model, more Decauville information 
became available and some correct drawings rete No.2) 
were made for the two sizes of the style of Decauville loco, 
the 3.5 and 5 ton versions. As you can see they are quite small 
and the "Hornby Decauville” is quite large in comparison to 
the correct 5 ton model drawing. 

For modelling these locos ix 7mm, the Type 3 (5 ton) could 
use 14mm Romiord Driving wheels and extended axles and 
cranks, powered by a NWSL 36:1 gearbox and Mashima l6mm 
diameter can motor. 

The smaller Type 1 would be a more difficult model. The 
11.5 drivers would make life interesting and a smalier motor 
and gearbox would be needed. 

Models of these locos exist in the way of the Egger-Bahn 
HOe “Steatite”, which appears to be way oversize for a Type 
1 loco. In the March/April 1990 Issue of Continental Modeller, 
Regner plans to build ’Steatite” (412 of 1904) in G scale using 
30mm track. The photo of the pilot mode! shows it may be also 
incorrect, like the Egger-Bahn HOe model. While French 
Narrow Gauge Modellers have planned a Type 3 loco kit in 
© (7mm) scale. Some beautiful loco and wagon kits are 
available in France for O scale narrow gauge modellers, 
however the exchange rates makes them very expensive. 

This ends a very interesting exercise in Narrow Gauge 
Modelling research. It proved that modeilers around the world 
are willing to me with replies coming from Australia 
England, U.S.A., France, Belgium and Germany. Thanks to 
ali.

An example recently was when a voung modeller in the 
Queensland Branch Michael Bertucci. asked if | could 
look into a suitable narrow gauge steam locomotive for 
him to build upon a spare Lima 0-4-0 mechanism he had 

aie ‘: in his collection. A little investigation and some suggested 
/ ‘above Decauville Type 3 No 399/1904 at Bundaberg Queensland proposals came forth. the accompanying drawings show 
two of the suggested modelling ideas. 

Both of these locos worked at the Fairymead Sugar Mil! 
near Bundaberg, Queensland, Australia. The top drawing 
shows an 0-4-2 Baldwin loco, modified to suit the Lima 
mech. No good measurements were available and the 
drawing was scaled from many photos of the loco. The 
boiler needed to be enlarged and raised slightly. plus the 
cab moved forward so that the large Lima motor would fit 
in. The trailing wheel under the cab will need to be 
carefully installed due to the motor position 

The Sugar Mill had three of these locos. along with 
many other interesting items of motive power The three 
()-4-2 Baldwins were numbered 1.2. & 3. These were de- 
livered in 1889. 1908 & 1925. It was known that these locos 
would triple-head a heavy cane train back to the mill at 
times when this was required 

It is believed that one of these locos, No.1 was saved 
trom scrapping, rested in a children’s park for many years. 
then acquired by a steam enthusiast. Mr Belbin. who has 
been restoring the locomotive. 

The bottom drawing shows another interesting loco 
which suits the Lima mechanism very well is a Krauss. 
German made loco, built in 1907 for the New South Wales 
2" gauge construction railway feeding supplies for the 
Burrinjuck Dam Project. Once the Dam was complete. 
this loco then went to work for the Fairymead Sugar Mill. 
Queensland. During the Dam construction, the loco was 
named “Jack” while at the mill, the loco was known as 
No. 7. The loco worked at the mill from 1929 until acquired 
for preservation in the mid 1960’s. The loco worked at the 
Goulburn Steam Museum, New South Wales, and recently 
we believe the loco has been returned to its first working 
place. the Burrinjuck Dam for significant preservation by 
the local authority 

lt was surprising to see how well the Lima mech suited 
this Narrow Gauge Tank loco in O scale. Michael has 
chosen'to build this loco as a scratchbuilding exercise and 
we wish him well in this project 

The bodies for these models could be built from either 
styrene or brass, depending on your skills or preferences. 
I prefer brass for steam locos as this material seems to suit 
easy and robust manufacture of this type of model 
locomotive

Quick Motor Mounts 


The problems with silicone caulking compound tor 
mounting motors in locos are that the motor has to be sup- 
ported in exactly the right alignment with wedges and 
props for a day or so until the silicone cures, and that most 
such compounds evolve acetic acid vapour which wreaks 
havoc on motor bearings etc. A much faster and safer 
alternative is hot melt glue from a hot glue gun, such as 
the widely available Bostik system. The motor can be 
positioned between two beads of hot glue, then you have 
about a minute to accurately align it as the glue gradually 
stiffens and sets. Make sure no glue enters any holes in 
the motor. A minute later the loco is ready to drive again.

Ballast is an essential ingredient of a 
permanent layout, and there are many 
types and brands commercially available, 
but for any but the smallest layouts the cost 
of store-bought ballast can be high. The 
following procedure yields enough ballast 
to support many scale miles of track for 
little cost and an hour’s light work on a 
sunny day. The procedure is basically the 
same as that described in "Grass By The 
Bucketful” in the June 1992 ”Journal.” 


MATERIALS REQUIRED. 
1. Sand. Any clean sand of a suitable 
size can be used, but there are a few 
recautions to be observed in selecting it. 
here must not be any magnetic material in 
the sand that could damage loco mecha- 
nisms. Check the sand with a magnet; if 
there are only a few magnetic particles it 
may be feasible to screen them out with a 
strong ce goibe The sand must not be salty, 
as this will lead to corrosion of electrical 
connections. Clean silica beach sand can 
be desalted by slowly percolating water 
through it for a day or two by trickling a 
hose in the bottom of a bucket of sand. Dirt 
and shellgrit can be removed first by flush- 
ing with the hose while stirring in the 
bucket. Drain the sand before use: it does 
not have to be dry. Be aware that local 
laws may prohibit the removal of beach 
sand. It is preferable that the sand be of 
fairly uniform particle size; a high propor- 
tion of fines causes the ballast to pack and 
look like dirt when laid (which may be 
desirable, of course, in some instances). 
2. Paint. Any cheap water-based house 
paint can be used, the cheaper the better: 
off-spec or pre-mixed specials” are great. 
Give some thought to the colours you want 
to use. In real life ballast is rarely shiny 
new and grey, it is generally some sbitie of 
brown, with branches and sidings dirtier 
than the mains. Your favourite prototype 
may use a different ballast colour (white, 
red etc.) but unless the track was all laid 
last week it would not all be the same 
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colour. Various shades of brown can be 
made starting with a light fawn or buff 
colour and adding varying amounts of 
black. perhaps with a touch of red. 

3. Sieve. The sand needs to be screened 
to remove any oversized particles and foreign 
material. For HO scale a sieve made of fly- 
wire screen is suitable. This yields a ballast 
that is over scale size, but looks correct: 
any finer looks like dirt. Screen the sand 
while it is still dry. 

4. Buckets. Ten-litre plastic buckets 
with smooth, round bottoms without 
moulded-in hand grips are ideal for mixing 
the sand and paint. 

5. Stirrer. As for the grass procedure, 
it is important to have a smooth-handled. 
flat-bladed stirring stick, about 300 mm 
long and 20 to 25 mm wide at the bottom. 

6. Drying board. The same flat drying 
board as used to make grass can be used for 
ballast: a scrap 4 x 6 ft sheet of old 
hardboard is ideal to dry several batches at 
once. 


PROCEDURE. 

1. Choose a good drying day, when it is 
likely to be sunny for a few hours. Unlike 
grass, ballast does not blow away easily so 
a light breeze will speed up the drying. 
Again, work on the lawn where spilled 
sand and paint will not leave a mess. 

2. Place about 3 litres of sand in a 
bucket; about one third full. 

3. Pour about 150 ml of paint mix into 
the sand. A jam jar is a handy means of 
mixing and measuring the paint. Make the 
paint the desired final ballast colour. 

4. Stir the paint into the sand, trying to 
ensure that all the sand is uniformly coated. 
Depending on how dry the sand was ini- 
tially, and the spectrum of particle sizes, it 
may not be feasible to stir it, in which case 
a little water can be added (e.g. rinse out 
the jam jar). As the sand becomes wetter. 


Ballast by the Bucketful 


it should become fluffier and easier to stir. 

5. When the sand is uniformly wet, 
gradually add more dry sand until a moist, 
almost free-flowing consistency is obtained. 
It is not desirable that the sand be too wet, 
as it tends to bond together into clumps on 
drying. Make the mix as dry as possible 
while still able to be stirred. If added sand 
remains uncoloured, add a small amount of 
paint or water. Make sure that all sand in 
the bottom of the bucket is blended in to 
give a uniform mix. 

6. Tip the mix out onto the drying board 
and spread it out about 5 to 10 mm thick. 
Drag a stick through it to form furrows to 
speed the drying. 

7, Leave the mix in the sun for several 
hours to dry. Stir the ballast every hour or 
so to help speed the drying and avoid 
formation of clumps. If the drying board 
is on the lawn, move it every hour to avoid 
heat damage to the grass. 

8. Several mixes can be prepared and 
dried at the same time on the same board. 
Dirtier colours can be made for sidings etc.. 
or slightly different colours can later be 
blended to yield variegated ballast. 

9. Depending on how wet the mix was 
and on the spectrum of particle sizes, the 
ballast may have formed clumps on drying. 
It can be screened again, using the same 
sieve, and the clumps can be broken up by 
peney crushing them in the bottom of a 

ucket, then screened again. Try to avoid 
working the ballast too much as the paint 
can be abraded off, allowing the base 
colour to show through. 

10. To apply the ballast to the track, 
spread it out dry and adjust it to the final 
contour with a brush. Spray it lightly with 
water containing a little detergent to wet it, 
then trickle on a 2 to 1 blend of water and 
PVA white glue, with a little more deter- 
gent, until the ballast turns white. For 
detailed ballasting procedures refer to some 
of the many articles on the subject in the 
hobby press. 


Dear Sir 
Some time in 1990/1991, while I was 
overseas, my entire collection of 00 gauge 
model railway stock was stolen while in the 
custody of a removal company in Moore- 
bank. I was wondering if this could pos- 
sibly receive a mention in your Journal in 
the hope that such may lead to recovery. It 
would certainly be difficult to dispose of, 
except through specialized courses, and | 
would be quite prepared to offer a substan- 
tial reward for information leading to its 
recovery. The investigation is in the hands 
of DF McDougal of Nowra Police, at 
resent, or DC Bingham of Moorebank 
Police. : 
The actual lists of items are far too 
lengthy to publish, but the rolling stock was 
all of British manufacture: Wrenn, Hornby, 
Trix-Lilliput, Airfix, Mainline, Joueff and 


Dublo and comprised about every loco and 
passenger coach ever made by these com- 
panies - many of which are not only ex- 
tremely rare but irreplaceable today. It’s 
doubtful if the collection would have been 
offered for sale intact as the value would 
exceed $30,000.00. 90% of the items of 
rolling stock were brand new and boxed. 
The other 10% comprised used items in 
various stages of repair or restoration. 
Also involved were two professionally- 
built unpainted kitbuilt items (M-Kits w/- 
Portescap motors) of an LMS Turbomotive 
and a P2 148-2. A representative of at least 
one of every loco ever made was included 
in the collection - steam and diesel with 
currency up to 1989. 
(Some of the above demils may be incorrect 
as this was typed from an almost illegible 
photocopy - Managing Editor). 
Unfortunately, being in transit, the 
collection was not insured. It would have 
been covered by the removalists, but they 
went into bankruptcy in March 1991, 
apparently. Every item in the collection 
bore an orange sticker (usually hidden 
inside the body) of identification: ”Gen- 


eral Avionics & Marine Equipment. PO 
Box 115, Coodna, Qld 4300.” 

For any assistance you may be able to 
provide, I would be greatly appreciative. It 
seems inconceivable that some of these 
items would not come to light eventually by 
virtue of their rarity. 

1 also wondered if you may know of, 
from all the model/hobby supply retailers 
in Sydney, whether any are S patonangalt 
noted for dealing in secondhand items, and 
who may also specialize in UK 00 gauge 
rolling stock. I know that such dealers are 
not that common; there’s only one that | 
know of in Brisbane. Any information in 
this line would also be valuable. There 
seems little point in circularizing every 
model dealer in Sydney if most of them 
aren’t greatly involved with UK 00 gauge 
and the secondhand market.

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It Occurs To Me

Who is a railway modeller? Or 
should I say, what? The umbrella term 
embraces many approaches to, and aspects 
of, the hobby. Wa possible to be an 
active member of a railway fraternity 
and yet never make or build a railway 
model. 

I have seen some exquisite mini- 
atures of various types of buildings, such 
as shops, dwelling houses, churches, 
farms, etc that have been incorporated 
in landscaping of a railway model lay- 
out. Trees come in many forms too, not 
to mention the physical contours of a 
miniature countryside. Also to be in- 
cluded are human figures, animals, cars, 
buses and trucks. 

All those things can be grouped in 
one 3D representation of a hypothetical 
or even, perhaps, a real place. A very 
real locality, so created, need not have 
a piece of railway track or any train in 
it to be utterly convincing. 

On the other hand, to lay track, as- 
semble motive power units and other 
rolling stock to run on it, does not create 
a true-to-life situation. It is a bare ar- 
rangement of railway components. It 
does not have any obvious reason for its 
existence, being bones without flesh. It 
needs a setting to give it credibility just 
as an expertly cut gemstone is shown to 
better advantage in a skilfully-crafted 
ring or other jewellery 
mount, rather than lying 
starkly on a piece of dark 
velvet. 

The experts in our mem- 
bership, who turn out 
perfect miniature replicas 
of 38s, Rs, BB18-1/4s, 
Puffing Billy Na’s and so 
on, must remember that 
their pride and joy needs, 
first, something to work 
with and, second, some 
reason for working. The 
first is provided by other 
experts, excelling in build- 
ing the many items of roll- 
ing stock appearing on our 
rail systems. The produc- 
ers are more often than 
not, greatly assisted by the 
availability of drawing, 
prints, technical data and 
soon. Those that work to- 
wards creating the second 
requisite do not have the 
benefit of such assistance. 
They need to be of an 
artistic turn of mind and 
temperament in their ap- 
—— to our hobby. 

ere can one get a scale 
drawing of a clump of trees. 

Or a kit of parts for a 
bracken covered hillside, a 
creek with reed beds? Pho- 
tographs of dwelling houses, 
shops, schools, etc etc are 
rarely available for pur- 
chase and much of such | - 
material must be produced 
by the modeller before em- 
barking on a production 


project, so that a reasonably detailed 
drawing can be turned out. Buildings 
in any landscape or townscape are 
nowhere nearly as standardised as 
railway =n stock in shape, style of 
dimensions. It follows that a choice of 
subject becomes harder. 

The things to be found outside rail- 
way boundaries can stand alone in the 
model world, while the things inside do 
not necessarily have that quality as a 
complete overall scene. But then, if a 
townscape or country scene is pro- 
duced without train or track or other 
rail item in sight, it ceases to have 
anything to do with model railways. A 
track layout without scenery, buildings 
or natural, is still a model railway, as 
long as it is capable of reasonably 
accurate prototype style operation. 

Be that as it may, each enhances the 
other when present together. And, 


when together they provide room for | 


more talents to be put to good use. It 
has been said that any trade, profes- 
sion or vocation a person may follow, 
their services can be used upon our 
railway systems. It would seem to go 
a long way in that direction in the 
world of model railways. The end 
products of many people’s differing 
talents and abilities can be found on a 


sabi go model rail layout. So - 
et’s all muck in together. It’s better 
that way!

Con- 
gratulations, Dennis for your efforts over 
the years on various Branch projects. 

Dennis joined the Association in 1972 
soon after the W.A. Branch was formed, 
although he ‘dropped off the vine’ soon 
after due to evening study commitments. 
He rejoined the Association in 1980 (in 
Meltham Station days) and has been a 
‘pillar of the W.A. Branch’ since then. He 
has been a very active helper at our annual 
Model Railway Exhibitions, even spilling 
blood for the 1980 Exhibition at the Mel- 
ville City Hall, when he cut his hand deeply 
on a jagged edge on our, then new, Cy- 
clone barricade ene (I had been cutting 
the piping up with a disc cutter’and we 
hadn’t removed all the jagged edges! (Sorry, 
Dennis!!). 

He was elected Branch Secretary in 
1985 and held this post for the next two 
years. He took a very active role in super- 
intending the construction and exhibiting 
of the Branch’s second (and somewhat ill- 
fortuned) ’N’ scale layout, ”The Colorado 
& digo gg ol the oe ne a 
in ace in the very cram icycle 
cen at the oid Meltham Saanion. “g 

When construction of the new Branch 
Clubrooms commenced at Moojebing Street 
in 1988, Dennis could always be seen hard 
at work on the many days when members 
bent their backs on some of the labour 
intensive chores which we decided we could 
do ourselves, rather than pay a sub-con- 
tractor - the video record of the Clubrooms 
construction shows him in almost every 
frame on those days! 

With the donation by Richard Smart of 
his ’O’ scale ’Chislehurst” layout to the 
Branch in August 1990, Dennis, took a 
leading part in modifying it to ‘become 
"Ebford Regis” (Mk.I) and in exhibiting it 
at the 1991 Model Railway Exhibition. 
Following the Branch decision in Septem- 


ber 1991 to build ’Ebford Regis” (Mk.II), 
Dennis has become formally designated 
“the ’O” scale ’Gaffer’”’. 

(Footnore supplied by "The Branchline 
Bumbler’: The word ‘gaffer’ apart from 
meaning ‘the forman, or boss, of a group 
of workmen’ also means ‘elderly, rustic. 
old fellow’. Is that Dennis? Incidently, the 
use of ’Gaffer’ as foreman or boss of a 
group of workmen is a contraction of the 
word Godfather’! That can’t be Dennis!!) 


Honorary Life Membership 

The Federal Committee of Management 
was more than happy to accept the nomi- 
nation of the 1991-1992 WA. Branch 
Management Committee of ALAN POR- 
TER as an Honorary Life Member of the 
Association, as they are very aware of the 
enormous contribution that he has made 
over many years to the running of the 
Branch and the betterment of the Associa- 
tion. Sincere congratuiations, Alan, from 
myself, the Management Committee and 
all the members of the Western Australian 
Branch 

Alan joined the Association in 1974 in 
Victoria, where he had been posted in his 
employment after a three year spell in 
London He had been a member of the 
West Australian Model Railway Club (then 
at Karrakatta Station) from 1965 and | am 
sure that he would have joined A.M.R.A. 
in 1972 when the W.A. Branch was formed. 
He exhibited his "OO" ”Wheatstone Bridge” 
layout at the 1976 and 1977 Model Railway 
Exhibitions, inaugurally winning ~The 
A.M.C Trophy” on the second occasion. 
He then became involved in organisation of 
the annual Model Railway Exhibitions 
conducted by the Branch, rer as Assis- 
tant to Tony Gray in 1978 and then taking 
over the full reins as Exhibition Co-ordina- 
tor for the 1979, 1980, 1981, 1982, 1984, 
1985 and 1986 Model Railway Exhibitions. 
What happened in 1983? - we did not hold 
an Exhibition! Although he had retired 
from paid employment in 1985, he decided 
that he did not have enough spare time to 
continue as Model Railway Exhibition Co- 
ordinator in 1987, but he has nevertheless 
continued to give valuable support to 
subsequent Exhibition Co-ordinators both 
in terms of advice and with the production 
of the handbills, posters and the Exhibition 
Guides. as well as taking care of financial 
budgeting and control of the Exhibitions. 

In a wider financial context, Alan was 
elected Branch Treasurer in 1980 and has 
been re-elected unopposed for the subse- 
quent twelve years. He managed our not- 
insignificant investments in the high inter- 
est years in the early and mid 1980s while 
the Branch Clubrooms at Meltham Station 
were becoming increasingly intolerable and 
during the construction of our new Clubrooms 
in 1988 and 1989, he made sure that the 
Club's funds were being spent wisely, in- 
sisting many times on there being more 
than one sub-contractor’s quote for consid- 
eration before a contract was let! He also 
acted as "Scrooge” over the past two years 
when funds, after the new Clubroams project 
was completed, were in short supply and 
several ‘bright ideas’ from members of 
Management Cominittees of those years 
were torpedoed on birth! 

A by-product of Alan’s wvrk as Treas- 
urer was to formally establish the post of 
Branch Registrar, in which he has set up 
aggressive local promotion of the Associa- 
tion by the inclusion of a Prospectus/ 
Membership Application Form in each copy 
of "THE BRANCHLINE” that goes into 
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‘the public arena’. for formal induction of 
new members into the W.A. Branch. for 
the collection of subscription renewals and 
for chasing up late renewers. 

These activities have led establishment 
of a prolific correspondence exchange 
between the Federal Registrar, Norm Read, 
and Alan to the extent that it has become 
a de facto communication link between the 
W.A. Branch and the Federal Committee 
of eeepement on many matters. In fact. 
Norm tells me that the correspondence file 
between Alan and himself is greater than 
the correspondence that he has with all of 
the other Branches of the Association! 

Over the years, Alan has contributed to 
the entertainment programme of the Branch 
with talks, supported by slides, on topics 
such as "The Locomotives of the XYZ 
Railway and Models Thereof’ ("XYZ’ being, 
in turn, LMS, LNER, GWR, SR and BR. 
both steam and diesel), ‘British Private 
Owner Wagons’. ‘British Petroleum Tank 
Wagons’. 'Canals’ and ‘Modelling BR in 
the Period 1948-68” 

There are many examples of Alan’s 
carpentry and metal working skills around 
the Clubrooms. These include the Librar 
shelving units (the first two sets of whic 
were built back in 1983 and the last set to 
fill the final gap are to be built in the new 
few months), the Display Boards (which 
double as screens at the Clubrooms entry). 
the showcases for both ‘Paddington Mar- 
ket’; and "Moojebing MarKet’ (these for- 
merly being part of his wife’s kitchen), the 
ticket boxes used at our Exhibitions and 
the adjustable legs for the trestle tables 
used for various purposes in the meeting 
room at the Clubrooms. 

Last but not least, Alan has been closely 
involved over many years with the produc- 
tion of "THE BRANCHLINE’. Aided bv 
the resources of his employer, BP Refinery 
(Kwinana) Pty. Ltd., he has provided typing 
and ee services for the Branch’s bi- 
monthly publication since late 1977 and has 
been its Editor since August 1985. He has 
also taken care of the assembly of the 
publication by members in the Clubrooms 
and for its distribution by way of a Regis- 
tered Publication by Australia Post, through 
the good offices of the State Library Serv- 
ice of Western Australia and to the several 
hobby shops in the Perth Metropolitan 
Area.

Cordial and cold water are available at 
no cost from the refrigerator but the cans 
of Coke, Fanta, Diet Coke, Sprite, Seven 
Up and so on will cost you a small amount. 


Note 1 On these occasions you may use 
the Clubrooms more or less as you wish 
(short of burning them down!). You can 
run your own trains (or use some of the 
Branch’s equipment) on the 16.5mm gauge 
”Haltwhistle” layout With CARE, you can 
do similarly on the 9mm gauge ’N’ scale 
“West-N-Trak” layout With EVEN 
GREATER CARE, you can try the Shunt- 
ing Puzzle on the ’Ossie Gully” layout, you 
can assist with the development of the °O° 
scale *Ebford Regis” layout, you can browse 
through the masses of reading matter in the 
Branch Library, you can put a video in the 
VCR, you can use the Branch’s workshop 
facilities (except that you’ve got to have 
accreditation for the air-brushing and the 
lathe facilities) or, if all these things are a 
bit too arduous, you can just sit and chat 
away to like minded enthusiasts. 

Note 2 "Dennis Ling and Co.” will tell 
us about the merits, the problems and the 
costs of modelling in 7mm/ft scale and what 
the "Gauge ’O’ Guild” does to encourage 
modelling in ‘the large scale’. It is hoped 
that the revelations will encourage more 
members to try this scale and perhaps join 
in with the "Ebford Regis” building team. 

Note 3 The ’N’ Scale Special Interest 
Group meetings are designed to allow 
active 'N’ scale modellers to enjoy a bit of 
running on the Branch’s ’WestNTrak” layout, 
as well as putting some more finishing 
touches to it. But you don’t have to be a 
modeller in °N’ scale to come to these 
evenings! you just need good eyesight!! 

Note 4 Enthused by what has been 
heard a week earlier and by what was seen 
at this year’s Model Railway Exhibition, 
the large band of active modellers of the 
local 3°6” gauge system in ’S’ scale might be 
joined by some more modellers. On these 
nights, there’s much making of wagons and 
coaches, steam and diesel locomotives, 
either by scratchbuilding in sheet metal or 
in plastic or by adapting some proprietary 
equipment. Come along and get involved 
in modelling your local railway scene! 

Note 5 A special night to help new 
members and/or beginners in the hobby 
there will be a showing of the latest video - 
on ’Creating a Model Railway” and there 
will be a panel of experienced modellers to 
help with problems being encountered New 
members will be given guidance on using 
the Library, on operating’ the Branch’s 
model railway layouts and on the sales 
facilities available to members at ”Padding- 
ton Market” and at "Moojebing Market” 

Note 6 Bill Snook will show his 100 
minute video record of the Steam Rally 
held at Stourpaine, near Blandford Forum, 
Dorset and featuring demonstrations of 
ploughing with two plough engines, of 
sawmilling and of road rolling, as well as 
displays of showman’s engines, road loco- 
motives, steam wagons, heavy horses and 
‘gallopers’ (on a merrygoround). 

There will be an intermission for the 
taking of refreshments. 

Note 7 Time to ‘persecute the paper’ 
again with collation, fnaty checking, 
folding, enveloping and Post Code sorting 
of the October issue of "THE BRANCH- 
LINE’. About 16 or so members have been 
known to have 60 to 80 minutes of real fun 
doing these stimulating tasks, so why not 
come along and join in?

Ribblehead Restored 


In the May 1992 issue of "The Dales- 
man”. a monthly magazine of Yorkshire 
and its people, an article by W.R. Mitchell 
was included. In it he described a visit he 
had recently made to the Ribblehead via- 
duct and the conversation he had with the 
Resident Engineer for the viaduct restora- 
tion project, Tony Treschini. Tony re- 
counted how the viaduct (1 328 feet long: 
24 arches, the highest being 165 feet: 
containing 34 000 cubic yards of masonry 
and 6 000 cubic yards of concrete) had been 
built in a hurry in the 1870s, using materials 
to hand. It was not a surprise that in a 
comparatively short time the brickwork 
exposed to the weather and made from 
local dark limestone was replaced by 
‘Statfordshire Blue’ or ‘Accrington Red’ 
bricks. 

The current repairs were to cost UKL3 
million and commenced in 1988, the deck 
being waterproofed in 1990 and the re- 
mainder repaired in 1991. Apparently UKL1 
million of the cost of the restoration is 
being paid by English Heritage” (because 
of the listing of the viaduct as an ‘ancient 
monument’) and the remainder by British 
Rail. 

It was interesting to note that one of the 
restoration techniques was very similar to 
modelling. Some of the large limestone 
blocks had fretted badly and were to be 
replaced, firstly by jacks which were per- 
manently left in place and then surrounded 
by concrete. 

This is where the modelling comes in. 
The framework made for this process in- 
cluded fibre glass moulds made to resemble 
dressed stone. When the concrete set and 
the moulds removed, the face was modified 
so as to make all stones varied. A dye was 
mixed with the concrete which will lighten 
with age, the same as the surrounding 
stonework,

Leading up to the more meaningful layout 
3 mp we recently trialled a fast quartz 
clock modified by a member of the Euro 
Bahn —— Group. A small circuit 
regulates a standard quartz clock to run at 
any speed between normal and nine times 


faster. The circuit can drive 1 or 2 clocks. 


However for our rp and conditions 
this system proved to be not ideally suited 
so we took a look at our digital fast clock 
from our last clubroom layout. This is 
presently being overhauled. This fast clock 
can go up to 12 times faster and the digital 
display is a lot easier to read in our 
situation.

How the Mighty Have 


Risen 


It is always a joy to behold a remarkable 
feat of the Industrial Age: the Eiffel Tower, 
the Opera House, the Sydney Harbour 
Bridge. Now you don’t have to visit the 
harbour or the Seine to see wonders like 
these. Their equals are right here in Rock- 
dale, on the N scale layout at the clubrooms. 

The valley of the Gerogerie River, on 
the branch between Cooper's Crossing and 
the terminus of Watson’s Flat, has at last 
been conquered by rail. A steel through- 
truss bridge and no less than eleven wooden 
bents carry the Railcraft track over five 
hundred scale feet of the Gerogerie River 
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and its flood plain. 

Planning for the bridge commenced 
around New Year and research, as always, 
was the first step. The valley scene and its 
high narrow flood plain were based on a 
visit to Upper Manilla station and the river 
nearby. Plans were found for a similar 
bridge over the Manning River at Taree, 
but its six panel design was too long for the 
layout, and like the Wollondilly bridge on 
the Goulburn-Crookwell branch, it required 
a short stretch of steel girder either side of 
the main span. We searched and searched 
for a prototype which allowed us to con- 
dense the plan and finally raised our eyes 
in tired desperation... only to discover. 
hanging just above our heads, a huge 
colour photo of an XPT crossing a perfect 
specimen near Gerogerie, down Culcairn 
way. This thing was not only four panels of 
apparently identical proportions, but went 
Straight onto wooden trestles! Now al- 
though our knowledge of the prototype 
was perhaps more limited than it should 
have been to commence a major model, we 
knew that all the branches in question had 
been constructed within a decade of each 
other. The model branch to Watson’s Flat 
was the exact age of the line to Crookwell. 
and this was enough to satisfy us that we 
weren't on a fool’s errand. 

The bridge has to withstand elbows of 
even the clumsiest club member, always a 
consideration when investing hours, nights 
and Poe in a club layout, and it was 
decided that properly painted and weath- 
ered, brass construction throughout would 
suffice. The "wooden” bents were based on 
original plans for the line from Parkes to 
Condobolin, again around the turn of the 
century. A ig was constructed by Dave 
Bennett and Neil Watson, and the eleventh 
bent was soldered together in about an 
hour. (The first had taken four.) The main 
span itself was condensed from the Man- 
ning River ax guided by the photo of the 
Gerogerie bridge. 

The completed model was sandblasted, 
and sprayed with primer. After being proudly 
displayed at the "Modelling the Railways 
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of NSW: 10” Convention in July, the 
bridge was put in place, and the track was 
attached with Kwikgrip. Plaster was poured 
several inches deep around the footings 
and the bridge is here to stay. 

Two smaller trestles, from the same jig, 
have been made for the end of the penin- 
sula. These are now also installed and 
painting and weathering is in progress. 

Now for the turntables, signals, viaduct 
and all the rest of the scenery! .

Syllabus Item 

John Sargent of Precision Scale Models 
(PSM) talked about the problems (and 
pleasures) of being involved in the business 
of producing and supplying high precision 
brass modeis to Australian prototypes. 

He stressed the large amount of infor- 
mation, such as detail and outline draw- 
ings, etc that have to be supplied to 
Samhongsa of Korea to enable such preci- 
sion models to be produced. Also, the 
large number of faxes and phone calls 
involved in getting the models to produc- 
tion and then, distribution stages. He 
noted that this was mainly caused by the 
fact that the Samhongsa Works have never 
seen most of the prototype locos they are 
modelling and want to produce to the very 
best quality that can be achieved.

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Library Notes 


Three more little books from the estate 
of the late Gordon Fox. All are personal 
reminiscences, from enginemen of differ- 
ent English regions, and all three, of course, 
began their working lives as junior clean- 
ers, SO experience "on and off shed” as 
used in one’s sub-title, is described. LNER 
Footplate Memories, by Charles Meacher 
describes life at St Margaret’s depot in 
Edinburgh, and at Carlisle; Both Sides of 
the Footplate by Ken Stokes is about the 
LMSR, mainly at Leeds; and North East- 
ern Engineman by P.W.B.Semmens is about 
Syd Midgley and his experiences at Selby, 
near York. All are readable, all overflow 
with enthusiasm for steam (almost incom- 
prehensibly, given the rigours of an engine- 
man’s life). all are recommended. 

A disposal sale at a local library pro- 
duced three very good bargains, so good 
that I was unable to resist them. One that 
I must have missed when it first appeared 
is Along The Line in New South Wales, 
Bk 2. Just photos with snappy captions, 
mainly of steam (it was published in 1973). 
like the rest of the series. 

New Zealand Steam, by Derek Cross, 
is again a photo collection , and a very good 
one It includes one shot of the notorious 
Rimutaka Incline, with five Fell engines on 
a twelve coach train, all labouring, all 
pouring out black smoke. 

And for a complete change of pace and 
of scene. there is Venice Simplon Orient- 
Express, by Shirley Sherwood. This gives 
a brief history of the world’s most famous 
train, and details the work involved in 
rebuilding it, and bringing it back into 
service. A quite elaborate, hard-covered 
book in landscape format, with excellent 
photos, most in colour. One for the art 
deco fans as much as for train buffs. 

Leaving new acquisitions for a moment, 
| must (gladly) report that there is a new 
edition of the Library’s book catalogue 
now printed. Probably no-one else noticed, 
but the last edition was in May 1990, and 
I have been embarrassed about that. If you 
really want to know, I’ve changed from an 
Apple to a DOS computer, and it’s taken 
me over a year to bring the Library file 
over

New Life for Old Steam 


Rail enthusiasts will welcome the arrival 
of a new product on the market. Much of 
our locomotive heritage, which we thought 
had been lost through demolition or ne- 
pect. has now been ‘recreated’ by Mel- 

ourne-based illustrator, Peter Barclay. 

Special interest locomotives, both local 
and overseas are now available through 
several outlets as a numbered series of 
beautifully illustrated black and white prints. 

Produced on glossy paper (350 mm x 250 
mm) each print is captioned with a brief 
description. The locomotives are drawn in 
perspective and give a feeling of weight, 
power and grandcut. 

An outstanding feature I noticed was 
the careful attention to detail (count the 
rivets!) but at the same time striking the 
tight artistic balance. 

When ! caught up with Peter Barclay 
recently, I asked him how he went about 
creating these illustrations - how did he 
know what Garratt G42 looked like com- 
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plete when it was still in a million bits at 
Belgrave? Or Southern Pacific’s cab for- 
ward when there wasn’t one just down the 
Street to photograph and trace over, or 
Climax. or Milwaukee 4-4-0. or Puffing 
Billy? 

He explains: 

‘| work professionally as a technical 
illustrator drawing all types of machinery. 
often from the plans the equipment was 
built from or will be built from’ 

‘I came across the plans of two locomo- 
tives and decided I would like to use them 
as the basic data and convert them into 
perspective illustrations. Some of the Puffing 
Billy Preservation Society people saw the 
illustrations and have been most helpful by 
their assistance, providing plans and advice 
on details’ 

‘The idea of producing a series just grew 
from the original two illustrations’ 

"When you see one of Victorian Rail- 
Ways’ Original locomotive plans, say. for R 
Class or X Class, what a mass of line work!” 

‘The task then is to decipher all this and 
interpret the correct dimensions and place- 
ment of all components. | can tell you that 
many, many hours go into producing each 
illustration, constantly checking for accu- 
racy and matching each part’ 

"You said ‘recreating’, | guess that 1s 
what I am doing. Bringing back to life 
those locomotives which have gone and 
giving new life to those few which have 
been saved and are being restored. | think 
producing them as a series gives enthusiasts 
the chance to make a fine wall display of 
2 or 3, or whatever. or collect them in an 
album, etc.’

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QUICK MOTOR MOUNTS 


The problems with silicone caulking 
compound for mounting motors in locos 
are that the motor has to be supported in 
exactly the right alignment with wedges 
and props for a day or so until the silicone 
cures, and that most such compounds evolve 
acetic acid vapour which wreaks havoc on 
motor bearings etc. A much faster and 
safer alternative is hot melt glue from a hot 
glue gun, such as the widely available 
Bostik system. The motor can be posi- 
tioned between two beads of hot glue, then 
you have about a minute to accurately align 
it as the glue gradually stiffens and sets. 
Make sure no glue enters any holes in the 
motor. A minute later the loco is ready to 
drive again
